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Alert Patrolman Foils Alleged Car Thieves

The alert action of Anlloch Ptlm. James 
Foerster has foiled a ring of alleged juvenile 
car thieves who con Tossed to the unlawful en- 
try of over 30 ca rs in the last month in the An- 
tioch . Lindenhurst, and Kenosha areas. 



Foerster, aware of the rash of car 
burglaries, was patrolling Longvlew Dr. on 
the night of July 7 with his lights off when he 
noticed a car in front of 549 Longvlew Dr. 
with its door open and dome light on. As he 
stopped to investigate, a lady opened the

door and told him that someone had Just been 
in the car. 

The culprit? by this time, had left the car 
so Foerster began checking other vehicles > 
the area. He found a i 4 -year-old boy hiding 
on the floor boards of one of the cars. Antioch 
Police Sgt. Watkins, who lives on that section 
of Longview, assisted Foerster in arresting 
the subject. 

When taken to the station for interrogation, 
the juvenile confessed to Lt. Tom Fisher that 
he and three friends, one who is 14 and two 
who are 15, had been responsible for over 30 
car thefts that have plagued Antioch, Lin- 
denhurst, and Kenosha County since June 6. 

The boys allegedly stole some cars and 
dumped them in fields, returned some 
others, and simply stole valuables out of 
some. - 

At press time, Antioch police had 
recovered well over $1,000 worth of mer- 
chandise that had been stolen out of the cars, 
and are still collecting more. The boys con- 



fessed to stealing stereos, cameras, coin 
boxes, and other items of value that were left 
sitting in the cars. 

Juvenile petitions have been filed against 
the four, who have been released to their 
parents custody pending an initial hearing in 
juvenile court. They face charges of theft, 
auto theft, and criminal damage to property. 
One of the juveniles faces 40 counts. They 
could be adjudicated wards of the court. 

The boys parents were unaware of the 
alleged spree because when the boys went 
out for joy rides, they told their parents that 
they were staying at one another's houses. 
According to Fisher, the juveniles said they 
did it because "there was nothing else to do 
at that time of night." 

In addition to charges filed by the Antioch 
Police Dept., the children will face separate 
charges from the Lindenhurst Police and the 
Kenosha County Sheriff's Dept. 

Fisher said that none of the children had 
any record of prior problems.

2 Dead, 1 Critical After Drowning

Two young men are dead and a six-year- 
old girl is in critical condition at Children's 
Memorial Hospital in Milwaukee after 
separate drowning incidents in Fox Lake and 
Antioch. 

The first incident occurred on Sunday af- 
ternoon, July 13, near Indian Point Resort in 
rural Anlioch, which is on the northwest 
shore of the Fox Lake. Kenneth Hoff, 24, of 
Fox Lake was boating with two friends, Jef- 
frey Musiclak, 24, and Patrick Dillon, 23. 
With the boat stopped, Hoff apparently jum- 
ped in for a swim, even though the winds 
were high and the wa ter was choppy . 

He soon started screaming for help, as the 
wind started blowing waves up to three feet 
and, caught in the current, he began drifting 
away from the boat. Musiclak jumped into 
the water in a futile attempt to save Hoff, and 
Dillon threw out a life preserver. Though he 
tried furiously to grab hold of it, Hoff was not 
able to reach the flotation device. Musiclak 
was able to safely reboard the boat after his 
failed rescue atlempt. 

Underwater recovery teams from 
throughout Lake, Kenosha, and McHenry 
Counties worked throughout the day Sunday 
trying to recover the body, but were ham- 
pered by high winds and poor visibility. 
Returning to the task on Monday, July 14, 
specially trained dogs from the Lake County 



Sheriff's Dept. were brought in to help locate 
the body. 

After a search lhat began at S a.m., the 
dogs identified one spot in the water. A team 
of four divers led by Antioch dive-master, 
Paul Sural, spread out to search that area 
and recovered the body a t a bout 4 p, m , 

As that search was continuing, a call came 
in at 1:40 p.m. that a brother and sister, 
Brian Maezonet, 15, and Andrea Peacock, 
six, both of Carpentersvllle, were down in the 
water at Holiday Park. The Fox Lake un- 
derwater recovery team immediately sped 
to the scene and was joined by teams from 
Round Lake, Wauconda, and Grayslake. 

, About 15 minutes after they arrived, the 
teams recovered the boy and 20 minutes af- 
ter that they recovered the girl, according to , 
Fox Lake Fire Chief Stu Hoehne. Both vic- 
tims were 'put on advanced life support 
systems immediately upon removal from the 

■ water. 

Maezonet died en roule to the hospital. At 
press time, the little girl remained in critical 
condition at Children's Memorial Hospital. 

"We're hoping that her age and the cold- 
ness of the water will work to help her pull 
out of it," said Hoehne. 

Conflicting reports were received as to 
what happened. One witness claimed that the 



boy was in the water by the raft when his 
sister jumped off the raft onto his shoulders, 

pulling them both down. Another witness 
said that the boy was helping his sister swim 
oul to the raft when they both went under. 

On a more upbeat note, three-year-old 
Chad Jenkins of Fox Lake, who nearly 
drowned two weeks ago, was steadily im- 
proving at the Northern Illinois Medical Cen- 
ter in McHenry. His reflexes are good and he 
recognizes his parents now. When he was 
pulled from the water, Jenkins had lost all 
his vital signs. Doctors are optimistic, but 
will continue to work slowly in helping 
Jenkins to recover.

Why do you think Republican 
Congressmen Phil Crane and John Porter 
are the happiest politicians in the Lake 
County area? 

It's because we invariably and over- 
whelmingly reelect U.S. House incumbents. 
In 1984, almost 95% of U.S. Representatives 
who ran for reelection won. There is no [ 
reason a member of the House of 
Representatives should ever lose an election, 
after a term or two, if he's using the tools of 
his office properly. Political analyst Richard 
Scammon believes that any incumbent 
Congressman who does even a reasonable 
job of attending to the problems and needs of 
his constituents is all but guaranteed a vote 
of 5 to 10 percent above his party's normal 
strength in his district. 

Congressional incumbents help con- 
stituents in their dealings with' the federal 
government. Helping ordinary constituents 
solve their problems with the federal 
bureaucracy is perhaps the most politically 
rewarding work. The Congressman places a 
high priority on "the errand boy" function, 
especially in election years. When someone 
back home writes for help-in obtaining a 
veterans pension, for example-the 
Congressman or an aide frequently responds 
by telephone. Such profitable personal 
contact is mad epossible by a generous 
allotment of telephone and telegraph service 
provided at no cost to him. And the result can 
be a gratitude that no money can buy. 

Incumbents also utilize the franking 



privilege- the free mailing prerogative- for 
Congressmen. Not surprisingly, lawmakers 
proclaim that the flood of franked mail-the 
newsletters, baby-care booklets and other 
materials-serve the ideal of promoting 
communication between Congressman and 
constituent. It also serves the lawmakers' 
ideal of getting themselves reelected. Free 
mailings give incumbents an immeasurable 
advantage over election opponents, who, of 
course, must pay for their own direct mail 
broadsides to the voters. The franking 
privilege, to a large extent, permits in- 
cumbents to control the flow of information 
to their constituents about their own per- 
formance in office. 

The redisricting of House seats following 
the census every 10 years leaves many 
citizens unsure who their Representatives 
are, and create gerrymandered or one-party 
district without genuine political com- 
petition. And if the districts are too large for 
personal contact, they are too numberous 
(435) for effective national media coverage. 
At best, the citizen gets fragmentary in- 
formation from area newspapers or 
metropolitan television on what his 
congressman is up to. Most of his in- 
formation comes not from independent 
sources, but from the House members 
themselves, thanks to the franking privilege. 
The free mailing privilege is a formidable 
barrier to any election opponent; he cannot 
neutralize what the incumbent has ac- 
complished through intelligent use of the 
frank. 



Besides the day's mail and personal visits 
to his district, the constituent questionnaire 
is perhaps the most formal avenue of two- 
way communication between the Capitol Hill 
and the taxpayers. Typically, a question- 
naire asking the voters' views on a host of 
issues is in a Congressman's periodic 
communication with his constituency. The 
replies are tabulated to provide information 
on what the people at home think about gun 
control, abortion, busing, capital punishment 
and a lot of other issues. They are also good 
reelection gimmicks for incumbents. Voters 
feel flattered when a Congressman asks for 
their views. The tabulated results of the 
cohsituent questionnaire are reproduced in a 
press release for distribution to the local 
media. 

Another built-in advantage of incumbency 
is that most people don't possess much in- 
formation regarding their Congressman's 
voting record. Therefore, most Represen- 
tatives are relatively free to vote their 
preferences without hurting their chances 
for reelection. Certainly the major factors 
contributing to a Congressman's bright 
reelection prospects is the tremendous 
benefit of incumbency to help his com- 
munication with his constituency. They 
include free trips between Washington and 
his home district, free long-distance phone 
calls, free photographs of himself at home, 
subsidized radio and television recordings, 
the mailing frank, newsletters, constituent 
questionnaires, free government pamphlets, 
obtaining federal projects and contracts, 



years of publicity, doing favors for con- 
situents, availability of sizeable campaign 
contributions from interest groups to ad- 
vertise his record, one-party districts, 
permanent and mobile districts offices, and 
the inability of 96 percent of the voters to 
identify any policy their Congressman 
represents.

Two congressional elections show how 
House members have immunized them- 
selves from political defeat. In 1974, "the 
Watergate babies" were elected to the House 
of Representatives when many Democrats 
won previously secure GOP congressional 
districts because of President Richard 
Nixon's resignation. The Republicans 
concentrated on these House districts in 1976, 
ignoring the fact that most of the Democratic 
freshmen were going out of their way to give 
constituent service. The 1976 GOP campaign 
effort was a dud when the Republicans beat 
only two freshmen out of the 43 "Watergate 
babies." In 1984, the Republicans gained only 
14 House seats from the Democrats, despite 
the sweeping victory of President Ronald 
Reagan.

Pets Need Special Care During Summer 



by CHARLENE WHITNEY 

Every year I try to remind 
people to take special care of 
their pets during the hot 
summer. With everyone so 
busy and people getting 
excited about vacations and 
all the wonderful things that 
summer has to offer, it is 
indeed easy to forget about 
what our pets experience in 
the heat. 

The dog wants outside so 
the owner chains him in the 
shade. But before long, the 
hours have passed. The sun 
has come around and now 
the dog is no longer in the 
shade, plus he turned over 
his water dish sometime 
ago. 

When a pet is put outdoors, 
make sure he will have 
shade at all times of the day. 
He doesn't really want to go 
into his house, since it is 
even hotter in there. Often 
he'll lay in the sun to avoid 
that. A cool shaded porch or 
a place with lots of shade 
from the trees is better and 
cooler because the air cir- 
culates. Make sure he can 
get to shelter if it should rain 
if he is out for the day. 

Lots of fresh cool water is 
most important for all pets. 
TJte water dish should be 

hanged about three times a 
day. Pets need to drink a lot 
in the summer. 

■^Playtime for your pet 
should not take place in the 
heat of the day. An animal 
can become overheated and 
suffer heat stroke. 

Car rides are not a good 
idea. Even when just a ride 
is planned, most people end 
up stopping and making a 
"fast" trip into the store. 
Within five minutes the car 
is already heating up to a 
dangerous point for your pet. 
In 10 minutes the tem- 
perature can reach 102 



degrees. At the end of 30 
minutes, it may well be up to 
120 degrees. Such tem- 
peratures can result in brain 
damage and even death for 
your pet. 

If you must leave your pet 
in the car, park in the shade. 
Be sure to crack the window 
and leave a dish of water or 
crushed ice for your pet. You 
arc still taking a risk. Three

minutes is the maximum 
time you should be away if 
you must toave your pet at 
all. 
Leaving a pet in the car is 



also an invitation for 
someone to take him. So 
your pet is actually in double 
danger. 

A pet should never ride in 
a car with his head out an 
open window. He could fall 
out or even jump out to chase 
another animal. 

Your pel is best left at 
home in a cool room with 
plenty of water. The house 
may feel cool in the morning, 
but by noon it may have 
heated up considerably. 
Leave a screened window 
open or a fan running. Make 
sure the fan is out of the way 
of your pet. An air con- 
ditioner is ideal. A basement 
or lower level is a Iso cooler. 

If your dog or cat suffers 
heat stroke, bring down the 
body temperature with ice or 
cool water. The fastest and 



best treatment is immersing 
the animal in ice water or 
spraying him with cool 
water. His recovery will 
depend on your prompt 
treatment. Be sure to take 
the pet directly to your 
veterinarian. 

It seems that young 
animals such as pups and 
kittens arc more vulnerable 
to external heat stress. 
Overweight animals are 
more susceptible to such 
problems. 

In the hot summer your 
pet may be less active and 
that's okay. He will need 
fewer calories. Check with 
your veterinarian. 

Fish owners should make 
sure their fish tank is not in 
front of a window the hot sun 
comes through, and that it 
isn't in front of a draft from 



the air conditioner. Cool 
down the water slowly with 
other water if it should get 
too hot. 

Birds, hamsters, etc. may 
need their cages cleaned 
more often. They should not 
be left by a window in the hot 
sun, nor in drafts. They all 
need plenty of water. 



The change in tem- 
perature from very hot days 
to cool evenings can be very 
hard on pets. Don't leave the 
window open at night with 
the pet nearby; 

If you think things through 
for your pets and use 
common sense, it will be a 
safe and happy summer for 
all.

us. Rattling doors blew open and our lights 
went out. Followed by cannon like volleys of 
thunder that vibrated windows, it was a 
veritable tornado, we later learned.

Following his gaze, there was our 16- 
footer rolling slowly down the grade under its 
own power. It had worked off the block and 
was heading toward parked cars, people and 
boats. We froze to a slop, but were too far 
away to intercept the wandering craft. Then 
gravity's guiding power headed it into a 
grove of trees and it stopped with a thud 
against a sturdy tree trunk.

Air Travel-Finding The Best Bargain 



Airline industry deregulation is making 
the market for bargain air fares as wide open 
as the big skies of Montana. 

With air fares darting up and down like a 
kite, the American traveler today needs help 
in sorting out the consumer deals from the 
come-ons. Often there can be hidden sur- 
charges behind those colorful and clever air 
fare advertisements, but there also can be 
some real bargains. 

Generally, deregulation has meant lower 
air fares and better service. Under 
deregulation, travelers are saving $6 billion 
annually, a recent Brookings Institute study 
estimates. 

For example, an Arizona State University 
college student recently flew from Chicago's 
Midway Airport to Phoenix and back for $160 
via Southwest Airlines. Earlier, a 
professional journalist paid $330 for the same 
round trip flight from Chicago's O'Hare Air- 
port on United Airline. 

Early this spring a traveler who booked 
reservations a month in advance paid $490 



for a one-way ticket to Los Angeles from and make the biggest profit on arranging 
Washington, D.C., only to discover later that package deals and tours, 
he could have had a round trip ticket for only 
$278. 

Transoceanic flights usually cost a bundle, 
but is is possible to fly roundtrip to London 
from New York for $250, if you are willing to 
be a courier.

-OFF-PEAK RATES - Ask about early 
morning or late night fares. Weekend flights 
on business routes often are cheaper, while 
midweek fares are cheaper to vacation

-DISCOUNT CLUBS - If you are able to 
travel on short notice, another way. to save 
big bucks is with last-minute discount clubs.

-OFF-BEAT AIRPORTS - Flying from 
slightly less convenient, smaller airports 
near a large city often can bring substantial 
savings. Earlier this year, you could fly to 
Newark Airport from Washington's National 
Airport on People Express for $49 on an off- 
peak fare. 

-FLY STANDBY - Although standby fares 
are rare on domestic flights, ask about them. 
Standbys often are available on New York- 
London flights, where the savings are sub- 
stantia). Usually, standby passengers have 
to check in at the airport several hours 
before the flight is scheduled to leave. Then, 
if seats are available they are allowed to fly 
at reduced rales. However, only a small 
number of scats are set aside for standby 
travelers.

Q: I seem to hit the ball solidly and am satisfied with my 
distance, but I'm sometimes off line to the right. If I'm badly 
out of position at address why do I only hit. to the right on 
some shots? 

A: If you are hitting the ball solidly and your distance is good, 
I'm sure your alignment problem is slight and can easily be 
corrected. Check the position of your shoulders and hips at 
address. I believe you will find that at least some of the time 
your upper body is positioned to the left of your target line. 
Even with your feet properly positioned to your intended 
target line, you will naturally hit to the right from this upper 
body position as your hands will come down and through the 
ball too early (before the club head), causing the ball to be 
struck from an open club face which blocks the ball out to the 
right. So the key thought here is to check those shoulders and 
hips on each shot to be sure they are not open but really 
square to your target line.

January, 1985, and January, 
1986.

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County Fair 'Gets In Their Blood' 



by SUSAN MONTGOMERY - 

It gets in your blood, this "fair stuff" 
does. 

Lake Villa residents Mary and John 
Haisma started attending the Lake .County 
Fair as youngsters and haven't stopped 
since. As a child, Mary's ties with the fair 
began through her father, Elbert Elsberg, 
a former fair board president, and later as 
a member of the 4^H Club. 

John, who grew up on a farm in what is 
now Roundout, recalls at age five going to 
his first county fair when it still traveled 
from one town to another each year. In 
1966, the fair finally settled at its per- 
manent site in Grays lake. 

Some 60 years later, both are still in- 
volved In much of the behind-the-scenes 
unnoticed preparation that goes into 
making the fair a success. 

One of the more ominous tasks that 
begins a month before the fair is 
cataloguing the thousands of entries in 
each of the contest categories. 

"When you consider that one person 
might have 50 to too entries in one event, 
you can imagine how busy it gets," Mary 
says.

(he livestock, everything gets tagged. 

"Someone has to do it," she quips. "If 
all this could be put on computer, It would 
revolutionize the whole fair." 

It hasn't, (hough, and so the task is 
assigned to about eight women working 
long hours to see that no article is 
overlooked. At times, Mary says, a rain 
storm could sweep through the area 
without anyone noticing. 

"There haye been some years I don't 
even get to sec thefair," she chuckles. 

John's work as a security guard, 
however, has kept him running a II over the 
fairgrounds. From 6 in the morning until 7 
at night, he and several other guards 
would cover the entire 60 acres making 
sure that nothing was a miss. 

"In the early days, you had to walk the 
entire area," he said. "Today, using golf 
carts makes it a lot easier." 

Aside from warding off an occasional 
fight between rowdy fair-goers, he 
reminisces about the escapades that oc- 
curred while he was security chief. 

"One night, the ponies got the gate open 
and ran loose ail over the place," he says. 
"They were finally rounded up after 
stirring up a II the other animals." 

On another occasion, a calf was born 
while he was on nightshif I. 



Although he no longer patrols the 
grounds, John helps out with maintenance 
and set-up during the fair. He anticipates 



being around at the fair for many years to 
come. 

"It gels in your blood," Mary joins in.

Arabian horses. To the layman, that 
phrase may bring to mind images of 
turban-clad shieks traversing the desert 
sands atop their fiery steeds. 

Movies like "The Black Stallion*' have 
helped to further the romanticized image 
of the breed. Noble, free-spirited, and 
mysterious, Arabian horses have long 
been associated with royalty and per- 
ceived as an exotic breed. To own Arabian 
horses was a rare status symbol, a sign 
that one is of a special class. 

Even today, Arab mares may sell for 
anywhere from S200 to $250 thousand (or 
higher) and many top stallions arc syn- 
dicated for millions of dollars. To own a 
share of Khemosabe, the leading living 
- sire, cos ts a bout $20,000. 

Nonetheless, it is a reality that Arabian 
owners are more common these days. The 
breed is becoming increasingly popular 
with "backyard breeders" in this area. 

Three such backyard breeders can be 
found in Lakeland Newspapers' own 
backyard. Lakeland production dept. 
employees Marie Converse, Janet Lavey 
and Sue McDariiel own a combined total of 
eight horses, including two purebred 
Arabians and three which have partial 
Arabian heritage, as well as three other 
-breeds* including an Appaloosa, Quar- 
. terhorse and Thoroughbred. 

The three women discussed the breed 
and its increasing popularity. They agreed 
that versatility is the key. "They can be 
mixed with any other breed," Converse 
explained. "With a horse that's part 
Arabian, you can have the stylishness of 
an Arab and the fine points of another 
breed." 

"They can be used for just about any 
type of riding "Lavey added, "including 
English, western, hunting, jumping. 



dressage, racing, driving (fine harness) 
and endurance." 

The three women also agree that 
backyard breeders like themselves have 
an advantage over the big breeders in 
being closer to their horses and knowing 
their personal characteristics. For 
example, McDaniel says one of her horses, 
Sana, will look at pictures of horses with 
her. 

"I'll be looking at a picture of a horse in 
a magazine and sometimes she'll look over 
my shoulder and snort at it," she said. 

Asked if its possible to get a purebred 
Arab for a decent price these days, the 
ladies responded yes, but the price 
depends on what the buyer is looking for. 

"If you want just a basic backyard horse 
for your own pleasure and not for show," 
Converse said, "then $750 to $800 would be 
an average price for a good Arab. With 
some backyard breeders, you could 
probably even get one for $500." 

Of course, the condition the horse is in 
would make a difference-in the price. Last 
spring, McDaniel bought a horse which 
had been starved by its previous owner 
and paid $200. That horse has since been 
fattened up, but one thing to be careful of 
in buying a horse is thai if there's, a 
problem, it may riot always be as obvious 
as that. 

"Sometimes you can't tell what's wrong 
with a horse until after you buy it," Con- 
verse explained. So although prices may 
vary considerably, horse buyers should be 
careful. It may be a good idea to have a 
horse examined by a veterinarian before it 
is bought. 

. For show quality horses, however, one 
can expect to pay from around $1,000 to 
$5,000 and up, the women say. 
Asked to describe some of the traits that

set Arabians apart from other breeds, 
Lavey interjected, "We should point out 
firsrthat each horse is an individual and 
every breed has its good points." 

McDaniel agreed, saying, "We happen 
.to be talking about Arabs now but some 
other breed may be better suited to a 
particular breeder's needs. For example, 
quarterhorses have been bred for cattle 
work." 

One characteristic of Arabians, ac- 
cording to the three women, is that they 
are traditionally more intelligent due to' 
their wider heads which allows for more 
brain space. Consequently, their eyes are 
also farther apart. 

"They can't focus both eyes on 
something unless they look directly at it," 
Converse said. "A horse will move it's 
head all around to focus on something and 
get the best possible look at it." 

The larger brain also provides for better 
memory. "Oh, they have very good 
memories," McDaniel said. "If you hit an 
Arab one time, it will remember. That's 
another thing about Arabs- you can't abuse 
them. They will strike back eventually. 
They're very hot-blooded." 

Arabians may be more intelligent, but 
they're also more skittish. "An Arab may 
be the only horse to see and recognize its 
own reflection in a pond but it may also be 
the only one to shy away from it," Lavey 
said. 

Traditionally, Arabs carry their tails 
higher than other horses. They also have 
one less vertebrae than any other horse, 
which is said to account for the smoothness 
of their gaits. 

Arabians are distinguished by their 
large eyes and nostrils as well, features 
which arc highlighted by oil when the

'Dry" cou-s-animals waiting to calve- 
didn't have to be moved. As they delivered 
their calves and began milking again, Al 
made arrangements in April to begin 
modest milking operations again from 
equipment that was salvaged. 

Somewhat sheepishly, he described how 
he uses portable equipment "I'm up to 10 
cows now. I have to do the milking outside- 
-even in the rain." 

Normalcy slowly is returning to their 
lives. Al and Gwen are bouyed by the fact 
that they have signed a contract to build a 
state-of-the-art barn for their herd. 

Al enthusiastically described a modern 
dairy barn with paneled exterior, in- 
sulation and no posts because it will be 
only one story. Hay will be stored in a 
separate building and delivered by con- 



veyor. There will be 72 stalls, six boxes for 
calving, new water system and the most 
modern milk collection system available. 

"I'm told it'll be the first dairybarn built 
in Lake County in more than 30 years and 
it'll probably be the last," Ames said as he 
noted that only a handful of dairy farms 
exist today in the rapidly urbanizing area. 

Even in their darkest days, Al and Gwen 
never wavered in their determination to 
rebuild the barn, continue dairying and 
carry on a tradition going back to 1867 
when the name Ames was established with 
dairy farming. 

We've had a purebred herd for GO 
years," Al emphasized. His resolution in- 
dicated that he aims to make sure the 
chain isn't broken. 



What excites Gwen and Al about the 
future is knowledge that their friends and 
neighbors are itching to help build the new 
barn. 



"We're going to have a regular old-time 
barn raising.

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Auctioneer Savors 34 
Years Of Excitement

Ever wonder if auctioneers go to a 
special school to learn to talk so fast? For 
Gordon Stade, who will serve as auc- 
tioneer at the Lake County Fair for the 
twenty-seventh consecutive time this year, 
school began as a child when his father 
took him to livestock auctions every week. 

"It's just something that comes to you. 
I've never heard of any sort of school for 
it," Stade said. "My father was a meat 
buyer all his life and for as long as I can 
remember, I always went to the auctions 
with him. 

"I used to ditch school to go. You can 
learn a lot more at auctions than you can 
at school. Of course, I guess they teach dif- 
ferent sorts of things,' ' he added. 

A full-time auctioneer since 1952, Stade 
said it was the excitement of the business 
that led him to make a career of it. 

Asked why they talk the way they do, he 
said it is part tradition, but that it also 
gives the crowd a feeling of action and 
helps bring a better price for the mer- 
chandise on the block. 

Working a regular livestock auction on- 
ce a week, Stade also works 100 special 
auctions each year, mostly farm, estate,, 
and antique sales.

seen anything sell for much less or much 
more than its market price. 

For people who want a Up on how to get a 
bargain at auction, the only advice Stade 
has is to "always be there. 

"There's not much I can do to bring the 
price of something up," he said. " It all 
depends on the merchandise. Some items 
bring top dollar easy and on others, the 
bidding goes slower. If you want a bargain, 
though, you just have toalways be there." 
- After 34 years, Stade still loves the ex- 
citement of the business, but is bothered 
by the lack of knowledge some people 
bring to livestock auctions. 

"There are a lot of people coming out 
these days that seem to think that once you 
buy an animal at auction, you're going to 
have to put it on a truck and take it home 
that night," he said. "I'd like people to 
know that when they buy an animal, there 
are always processors right there who will 
do the trucking and butcher the animal for 
them. Once you buy an animal, you don't 
have to see it again until it is butchered 
and wrapped. So don't worry about 
whether you can get it home or not; you 
don't have to." 

Other than that, auctioneering remains 
a labor of love for Stade. Ever the pit- 
chman, he ended the interview by saying, 
"Make sure to come to the auction at the 
fair. I'll be looking for you."

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Tractor Pull Becomes A Family Outing

What began as a daily chore with horses 
has turned into a fast-growing sport. 

"The grandstands will be packed," Lake 
County Fair Supt. Dick Raftis said of the 
tractor pull. 

The tractor pull event- with open 
vehicles pulling up to 9,000 pounds of sled - 
will be held three of the four days of the 
fair at the Lake County Fairgounds in 
Grayslake. Action gets underway at 8 p.m. 
July 23 with a tractor pull. 

A new addition this year is a motorcross 
race set for July 24. 

"Originally, the sleds were pulled by 
horses. Now the only ones with horses are 
the old professionals," Raftis said. 

The tractor pulls, Raftis explained, are 
sanctioned by the Tri-State Assn. which 
covers Illinois, Wisconsin and Missouri. 

Raftis said vehicles are grouped by 
category by weight and age. Engines can 
be modified to provide up to 2,000 horse 
power, he said. 

"Certified judges go to school each year 



and are tested on the rules and 
regulations," Raftis said. 

Raftis said safety equipment has been 
improving over the years. The pit area 
where the tractors will be competing will 
be fenced in to protect spectators. 

"Safety really has been improved. You 
can't protect the crowd 100 percent but we 
are constantly upgrading the track," Raf- 
tis said. 

The bleachers will be 35 feet away from 
the pit area. 

Work on the pit area has been underway 
for several weeks. Fair workers have used 
a road grader and soaked it down. The 
covers will not be removed until just 
before the events. 

What makes people invest large sums of 
money to compete in tractor pulls ? 

"Most are in it for the thrill of it," Raftis 
said. 

One of the contestants will be Round 
Lake resident Larry Scott. 

Scott has been in tractor pulls for seven 
years. He placed fifth in a national circuit

horse is being prepared for show' " 

Lavcy is the only one who plans to enter 
a horse in this year's Lake County Fair, 
although McDaniel has shown horses 
before. They discussed what is involved in 
preparing a horse for show. 

"You have to begin working with them 
months in advance, teaching them to move 
certain ways," McDaniel said. "Subtle 
directions are important because in the 
ring, you have to make it look like the 
horse is doing it all by itself. " 
"You've got to look like you're having a 



good timeout there," Lavcy added. "If the 
judges think you're working with your 
horse real hard, they'll give you. a low 
score because they think it means the 
horse isn't well trained." 

More immediate preparations include 
having the horse's coat washed and 
groomed and having the feet trimmed. As 
previously mentioned, oil is applied to the 
nose and area around the eyes. 

*This is done to highlight the nostrils 
and emphasize the size of their eyes," 
Lavey explained. "There is little hair in 
that area so it darkens the skin." 



"Arabs have very dark skin, even the 
white-haired ones," McDaniel stated. 

Upon arrival at the show, the trainer 
gets a number, and enters the horse in 
certain classes. 

"There are over 40 different classes," 
Lavey stated,"but the three basic 
categories are halter, equitation, and 
pleasure. The horses are judged in a 
variety of areas such as confirmation 
(build), and their way of going." 

In performance, the women agree that it 
is a good idea to try to maintain about two 
horse lengths on each end of the horse in 



the ring. "But of course, its easier said 
than done," McDaniel said. 

The key to success in the shows is to 
make it look effortless, as if the trainer has 
hardly had to do any work at all. If that is 
the case, then it is certain that the opposite 
is true- much care and effort has gone into 
the preparation for the show. 

Although the sight of Arabians in county 
fair show rings has become quite common, 
when looking at the majestic animal, it can 
still be quite easy to picture it standing 
proudly on the dunes of the Sahara.

'Faireese' 

Spoken 

Here

With Lake County Fair time fast ap- 
proaching, it's time to brush-up on 
"Faireese," or the lingo that will be tossed 
around the fairgrounds in Grayslake quite 
liberally between July 23 and 27. 

Since farm animals are traditionally an 
important part of any county fair, a lot of 
those words and phrases will be easily 
recognized by anyone that is connected 
with agriculture and "carney" people will 
be familiar with some of the rest of our 
"faireese." 

When animal stock credits are given and 
they say that a pig, or in "Faireese" a 
swine, is farrowed , they mean that the pig 
was born, usually used in reference to the 
date of the pig's birth. 

A yearling is an animal that has passed 
its first birthday but has not yet celebrated 
its second. 

When animals are put into the Get Of 
Sire class, it usually means four animals 
sired by the same sire with animals of both 
sexes represented, 

A dam is an animal that celebrated 
Mothers Day and those that are put into a 
Produce of Dam classification are two 
does produced by the same dam. 

Animals and other exhibitors that have 
been blessed with Grand Champion rib- 
bons have been awarded the top prize in 
their total category, while Reserve 
Champions are entrants that have taken 
the highest next prize or as they say in 
beauty contests, they are the first runners- 
up. , 

Best of Breed, means just what it says 
and Best or Show, means the top award 
given to animals entered in a particular 
department. 

A market animal is one that has been 
raised to be sold for butchering, while 
those in other classes may or may not be 
sold for breeding purposes. 

Suf folks, Hampshircs, Dorsets and 
Columbias are breeds of sheep, just as 
heifers are cows that have not produced 
calves yet. 

A barrow is a swine that has been 
castrated, just as a wether is a sheep of the 
same ilk. 

A poulter is very young pigeon and is 
sometimes used in refering to other breeds . 
of fowl. 

If one is perusing the flower displays, 
they may come across one of Hogarth 
design. This. means that the shape of a 
flower arrangment is done in a cyma 
curve, modeled after designs created by 
the famed 17th century artist Willam 
Hogarth. 

Those that hang around the art display, 
soon learn that paintings in the aqueous 
category are those that deal with 
seascapes. 

Equitation is a display of horsemanship. 

Showmanship awards usually are given 
for the prowess of the person that is 
showing an animal. 

The midway is the people place part of 
the fair. It's the strip where one will find 
carnival rides, games of chance and 
maybe even some some people-oriented 
entertainment. 

"Dis is da place" also where fairgoers 
can "pig-out" snow-cones (crushed iee, 
saturated with flavored syrup), cotton 
candy, giant "affy tapples" (candy ap- 
ples), "brats", red hots(no other hot dog 
like it), corn dogs (hot dogs deep-fried in a 
Jtbfn meal batter), and the best treat of all, 
hot buttered corn-on- the- cob eaten right 
.out of the husk.

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Tekampes: My Fair Family, As Counfy Fair Approaches

Lake County Fair time is "My Fair 
Family" time at the Pete Tekampe farm, 
outside of Grayslake on Peterson Rd. near 
Rte.60. 

Pete, who is the president of the Lake 
County Farm Bureau, has taken an active 
part in the county fair since he started 
farming on his own in 1960. 

This year Pete is the assistant super- 
visor of the tractor puil, working under 
Dick Raftis in properly preparing the 
track so that it will hold-up under three 
days of hard use by antique tractors, 
modified and stock, super slock and pro 
slock tractors, as they kick up the turf in 
their efforts at tremendous weight pulling. 

Time was when Pete was right in there 
with the best and the biggest of them, 
having garnered his. share of first prize 
winnings in the event that he now helps 

run. 

Marccnc t the lady of the Tekampe 
household, is busy helping the kids with 
their 4-H projects now and working with 
the farm bureau's women's committee,' 
manning the bureau's booth. 

But she has put her best pots and pans 
forward by entering culinary creations 
from the Tekampe kitchen in the fair's 
food section in past years. 

Some of her sewing prowess also saw the 
judges prize lists. 

The ihree Tekampe offspring, Susan, 18, 
Amy. 14 and Peter, 10, are hoping to win 
some more prize money this year with the 
steers that they will show in the market 
steer category. 

All the money that the kids win at the 
fair goes into a fund for their college 
educations. 

The Tekampe name has been a well- 
known name in farming circles in Lake 
County for over fOO years. Pete's uncle is 
still running the centennial farm, near his 
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dad's farm, not too far from the 550 
acrctfarms 1,100 acres) that Pete and his 
family have called home for 26 years. 

From 1969 to 1970, Pete was Ihe chair- 
man of the farm bureau's young farmers' 
committee and then he sat on the farm 
bureau board until 1977, He has been the 
bureau's president for three years. 

The Lake County Farm Bureau has been 
working along with the state group to get 
legislation passed capping the dollar 
amount that can be payed against in- 
surance claims in order to bring insurance 
premiums down and lower that cost for 
area farmers. 

"Farmers arc in serious financial 
condition all over the nation. We can't do 
much about low produce prices, we are 
trying to get operating prices down," said 
Tekampe. 

He added that Lake County farmers are 
in better shape than many because they 
haven't suffered the decline in their 
property values like farmers in other 
stales have. 

The bureau is also working on getting a 
tax assessment rejuvenation so that 
farmers are more fairly taxed . on the 
productivity of their land using an index 
system. 

Tekampe, besides being a grain and 
cattle farmer, raising market beef, 
derives certified seed from his own grain 
which he sells to augment his farming 
income. He is a member of the 111. Crop 
Imrovement Assn. 

In addressing the dangerous farm 
problems, especially now that produce 
imports have outweighed produce exports 
for the first time in history, Trekampc 
says, "Americans, who pay the least for 
food of any other country in the world per 
capita, have got to realize that they can't 
continue to have cheap food and retain the 
. family farmer." 



He adds that if the family farmer 
becomes obsolete, the corporations will be 
able to control all Ihe produce prices and 
price will no longer be an object, but a way 
of making a larger profit for the big 



agricultural concerns. 

Tekampe says that he feels for farmers 
this year since very few will show a profit 
from the harvest of the crops they now 
have planted in the ground.

For over 20 years, one of the first booths 
visitors to the Lake County Fair see is the 
Waukegan Lion's Ctub food tent near the 
east entrance. Visitors to the fair this year 
will again be able to get hamburgers, 
cheeseburgers, hot dogs, soft drinks, 
coffee, milk, and potato chips at the 
familiar booth. 

Unlike most food concessions at the fair, 
money spent at the Lion's booth will be 
used to help others. 

"The fair is our primary fund-raising 
event each year," said Lion's President 
Harry Doyle. "With ideal weather we can 
net anywhere between $10,000 to$12,000. " 

The money that the club makes is- used 
for several different projects. One of the 
main beneficiaries is the Eye Research 
Foundation of the Illinois Medical School. 

"They are making some incredible 
break-throughs that I think are going to

Among the local projects that the Lions 
support are the YMCA building fund, girls' 
and boys' baseball, and park district 
programs.

"Most all of the members help," Doyle 
said, "and then we get out the wives, kids, 
grandkids, and girlfriends." 

The project that has Doyle most excited 
for the coming year is a joint effort by the 
Lions International and Quest to teach 
children how to resist peer pressure. He 
said that it is a pilot program that will be 
conducted at the Jack Benny School in 
Waukegan. Students between the ages of 
11 and 13 will be counseled on how to reject 
the pressure of peers to try drugs and 
alcohol. 

"This is the sort of thing that can help a 



lot of children. I think it is one of the most 
exciting and promising things we have 
done," Doyle said.

Regrettably, com mments of Nancy Ross in 
your "letter to the editor column" do not ap- 
propriately address the problem of what is 
needed in medical delivery systems in Lake 
County. 

The Chicago Medical School Hospital is 
being created to bring high tech medical 
care to Lake County residents (Tertiary 
Care and a Trauma 1 Center). 

The cost to you is nothing. Private money 
will build the hospital. 

The principle reason for the new hospital is 
very simple — lives will be saved, and this is 
a proven fact. 

The small percentage of the public led by 
the area hospital administrators that hold

They seem 
deathly afraid of any competition which the 
new hospital incidently wouldn't create.

He also said that the 
system is more flexible than 
a dedicated private line, 
allowing customers with the 
service to hook up with any 
other ASDN subscriber in 
the area. 

Rates for ASDN are usage 
sensitive. After a low mon- 
thly fee, customers pay for 
only the time they actually 
use the service. Calls bet- 
ween ASDN-equipped 
Custom Centrex lines in the 
same Centrex group will not 
incur any per call usage 
charges. 



"This not only helps small

The northwest coast of Oregon is a sur- 
prising combination of scenery, sunshine and 
friendliness. U.S. Rte. 101, between Astoria, 
Oregon's farthest northern city, south to 
Garibaldi, covers about 20 percent of the 
coastal drive. It is rated as the most scenic 
coastal portion by localites. 

To a stranger, it is marvelous. Jagged rock 
formations erupt from . the shallows like 
spearheads. Morning fogs drift low and 
provide invisibility to shoreline cliffs. 
Beaches of tan sand, almost white in the sun, 
extend for miles connecting interesting bays 
between small towns and villages. 

Salty airstreams surging from the west 
have been washed by miles of sun and water 
and arrive pure and untainted. Towering 
pines point skyward on slopes of sharp rising 
hills, like fingers directing attention to 
higher background mountains. 

With little Garibaldi as home base, we 
spent the first morning clamming, by clim- 
bing over rocky outcroppings to beaches 
bared .by eight foot tidal changes. It was 
super lowtide time of year. Previously un- 
touched bottom areas can be prodded with 
forks, rakes and shovels for tasty shellfish 
and clanu. 

The top 3-4 inches produce... it's not hard 
work. Clamming can be done all year and 
'clammers come from distant states to ex- 
perience the scenery and fine food. No licen- 
se is required. Beginners share success as 
they rub shoulders with the experienced... 20 
clams is the daily limit. 

Garibaldi's population doubles to 2500 
during the summer fishing season as sturdy, 
ocean going charter sportfishing boats mix 
with commercial fishermen and private 
craft. We met at 5:15 a.m. for breakfast in 
the Troller' Restaurant, Garibaldi's Fisher- 
man's Wharf, off Timmamook Bay. Their 
well protected harbor belied the Pacific 
Ocean 30 mile winds that developed. 

Our early a.m. deep sea bottom fishing 
venture left on time despite the red small 
craft warning flag. Rain and pitching seas 
shortened our 18-mile schedule to six as the 




blow continued. Fishing anglers dropped 
from five to three as two succombed to 
seasickness... which left them without in- 
terest or breakfast. For three hours our 48- 
footer, Big G, worked close to shore. This 
shortened trip produced 28 bottom feeders, 
mostly black rock bass In the three to four 
pnund category, smattered with a ling cod, 
sea trout and flounder. My prize, a 3.5 lb. 
caprazon, was a first for me and the only one 
caught that day. He's a fierce looking 
creature who bristles fin and feelers to 
resemble a male lion. ' 

More than a fishing village, Garibaldi and 
nearby Tillamook have lush pastureland that 
produce dairy products including cheese and 
ice cream. They call themselves the area of 
Cheese, Trees and Ocean3reeze. 

Salmon season is now open in Oregon. It 
was from these waters that some of our first 
salmon eggs were flown midwest for the im- 
planting program now flourishing in Lake 
Michigan.

Hess-Litwiler Battle 
Keys On Avon Outcome

Democratic County Clerk Linda Hess of 
Gumee is seeking reelections to a second 
four-year term in the Nov. 4 election. Presen- 
tly, Hess is the only Democrat occupying 
countywide office. Her GOP opponent is Dist. 
4 County Board Rep. Donna-Mae Litwiler of 
Ingleside. Four years ago, Hess defeated 
Republican Harry Thomas of Libertyville by 
355 votes out of 111,187 ballots recorded in the 
race. 

Mrs. Litwiler's candidacy is being spon- 
sored by Lake County Sheriff Robert H. 
"Mickey" Babcox's political machine. Both 
Litwiler and Babcox are residents of Dist. 4, 
which includes Antioch, Avon, Grant and 
Lake Villa in western Lake County. Litwiler 
has served on the county board for the past 
six years. Will the Babcox forces be able to 
mobilize the Dist. 4 vote for Litwiler in the 
fall election Will Litwiler's "favorite 
daughter" status benefit her campaign in 
Dist. 4 

Four years ago, Hess lost Dist. 4 by only 
714 votes to Thomas. Hess garnered 48 per- 
cent of Dist. 4 vote, and carried both Avon 
and Lake Villa Twps. 

See adjoining table for Dist. 4 election 
returns for the 1962 county clerk's race: 
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Will Linda Hess be able to neutrali2e the 
Babcox organization, her challenger's 
"favorite daughter" status and the 
Republican tradition in western Lake Coun- 
ty* The Hess vote must increase in Avon, the 
most populous trownship in Dist. 4. The 
massive migration of Chicagoans and 
Hispanics into Avon Twp. has transformed 
the Round Lake communities into the most 
powerful Democratic region in western Lake 
County. In addition, Mrs. Litwiler has 
alienated many Avon Twp. Republicans, in- 
cluding County Board Rep. Norm Geary of 
Grayslake. 

Geary is the dean of the Dist. 4 Represen- 
tatives with 22 years of service on the county 
board. Geary has criticized Litwiler's per- 
formance in office. He claims: "Litwiler's 
County Board record is terrible. She has yet 
to be to a meeting on time. If she is elected 
Lake County Clerk, she will have to hire 
someone to run the office." 

Geary isn't expected to issue a public en- 
dorsement of Hess' candidacy because he is 
seeking reelection on the Nov. 4 ballot. Avon 
Twp. Clerk Virginia Harrington is openly 
supporting Hess' reelection. Harrington is 
Geary's closest political associate. It is 
unlikely that Harrington would have en- 
dorsed Hess without Geary's approval. Hess 
will need a combination of Grayslake 
Republicans and Round Lake Democrats to 
carry Avon Twp. in the fall contest.
